Go with a ‘townie,’ petitioners say

r-y-vhere is no doubt in the minds 
of several hundred local resi- 
dents about where 
Andover’s next police chief should 
come from: Andover only. 

A group led by Bernice “Bunny” 
Downs, wife of former fire chief 
and current Selectman William T. 
Downs, presented the Board of 
Selectmen with a petition Monday 
night signed by more than 300 resi- 
dents, demanding that local offi- 
Cials not even consider candidates 
from outside the local department 
to replace Chief James Johnson 
when he retires in March 1998. 

The event had been billed as a 
forum, at which selectmen had 
invited residents to describe what 
they wanted in a new chief. But 
according to most of approximate- 
ly 30 who attended, the most impor- 
tant qualification had less to do 
with character traits, training, 


experience or leadership style, and 
more to do with being a current 
member of the local force. 

According to Fire Chief Harold 
Wright, who got the top job in that 
department after 30 years, hiring 
locally is the only way to go. 

He said he was proud to be a 
“townie,” adding that an outstand- 
ing resume is not as valuable as 
long-term dedication to a commu- 
nity. 

Bunny Downs emphasized the 
same thing, contending that no 
outsider could love the town the 
way members of the local force do. 

Her husband obviously agreed, 
Saying he thought the only 
resumes that should be considered 
were those from local officers. 

However, while all selectmen 
have said they would like to see the 
next chief come from the local 
ranks, only Bill Downs and Select-

He put Grace under fire 


John Travolta is getting a lot of 
local press lately because he’s in 
Boston making a movie, based on 
the best-selling book A Civil 
Action, in which he plays attor- 
ney Jan Schlichtmann. But the 
real Jan Schlichtmann is right 
here in Andover. 

Schlichtmann, who has a law 
office with Thomas Kiley on 
North Main Street, says he’s 
thrilled the red-hot actor from 
Pulp Fiction is tackling the non- 
fiction film based on Schlicht- 
mann’s life. 

“This is a guy at the top of his 
profession,” says Schlichtmann. 
“T’m really honored that Travolta 
likes the story and the character 
and wanted to play it. He had all 
the choices in the world and he 
chose this project.” 

Like the book, the movie will 
follow the legal lives of eight 
Woburn families whose children 
died of leukemia. The families, 


represented by Schlichtmann, 
took on corporate giants Beatrice 
Foods and W.R. Grace. These 
companies ran industrial sites on 
land draining into Woburn’s 
water supply, and the families 
argued that the corporations’ 
dumping of toxic chemicals led to 

a number of children’s deaths. 
Eventually the government 
agreed the families were right, 
but not before a mammoth strug: 
gle with a judge and the corpora- 
tions’ lawyers that has left many 
who have read about the case 
infuriated and frustrated with the 
legal system. Schlichtmann 
became so disillusioned he quit 
the legal profession for a while 
and moved to Hawaii to work for 
a energy-efficient light company. 
“For a long time it was an iso- 
lating and long struggle for the 
families,” says Schlichtmann, 
who met with the Townsman

relief coming? 


State Senator John O’Brien, D- 
Andover, and Representative Barry 
Finegold, D-Andover, announced this 
week that a version of the Electric Utili- 
ty Restructuring Bill, passed this week 
and expected to be signed by Acting Gov. 
Paul Cellucci, will offer substantial rate 
relief for communities serviced by the 
North East Solid Waste Committee 
(NESWC). 

“Residents of the Merrimack Valley 
and neighboring towns will be able to 
breathe a little cleaner and easier know- 
ing that funds will be available to help 
clean up the waste-to-energy facility in 
our neighborhood,” O’Brien said. 

“Andover will now be able to avoid 
having a future Prop 2 1/2 override to 
pay for its trash, due to the state provid- 
ing relief under electricity deregula- 
tion,” added Finegold. 

Andover is a member of NESWC, a 
group of 23 communities that entered 
into a 20-year contract to dispose of their 
municipal solid waste at a waste-to-ener- 
gy facility. The contract required that 
residents bear the cost of mandated envi- 
ronmental improvements. This could 
have cost the NESWC communities up to 
$60 million. 

A fund, financed through an electric 
rate charge, to support renewable energy 
development, is included in the legisla-

O’Brien, who played a key role in 
drafting and securing the adoption of 
this language, said the amendment rep- 
resents “a creative and effective way to 
protect both our environment and our 
communities’ coffers.” 

The NESWC Caucus, which was 
formed last year, has made numerous 
attempts to resolve the financial hard- 
ships that the 23 NESWC communities 
continue to endure. 

The legislation just passsed will help 
fuel future efforts to resolve this issue.

Monday. “That was a case the system didn’t 
want to hear.” 

Did he ever think, Maybe I shouldn’t have 
taken this case? 

“Right after the families came to me and 
told me about it, I knew it was a case I could- 
n’t take,” he says. 

Schlichtmann tried to get lawyers with 
greater resources than he had to take the case, 
but he says he found out the reason those 
lawyers had greater resources than him was 
because they wouldn’t take such cases. He 
took up the families’ struggle, he says, “but it 
did take over my life.” 

Friends called the case “a black hole that 
would suck me to the other side of the uni- 
verse with no way to get back,” he says. But, 
now that the book and movie are bringing 
attention to problems with the legal system, 
and causing those in the profession to talk 
about it, Schlichtmann seems more at peace. 

“T learned a lot from the journey about the 
world, about myself, and about the system 
that I could only have learned going through 
this,” he says. “It was painful, but enlighten- 
ing.” 

The families taught him about finding the 
truth, he says. He believes that as long as he is 
open about everything that happened — even 
if an occasional writer or filmmaker takes a 
shot at him — what he believes to be the truth 
about the case will come out. He claims he 
isn’t worried about how the film will portray 
him, and wasn’t concerned about talking with 
Jonathan Harr before his book hit the stands. 

He says the struggle drew him to other peo- 
ple, such as the woman who supported him 
through the case and is now his wife, Claudia. 

“One of the things that the case did was 
connect me back to the world,” he says. 
“Maybe I understand the importance of con- 
nection now — physical connection to the 
earth as well as emotional connection to other 
people. 

“T get letters every day from people around 
the country, around the world, who are 
touched by it. It’s satisfying,” he says. “It’s 
great now, because the stcry is reaching such 
a wide audience. The book is in almost every 
law school that I know of ... It’s really gratify- 
ing that that’s the case, because it was such a 
lonely struggle for such a long time.” 
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Presumably, having Travolta play 
him on the silver screen isn’t too bad 
either, although Schlictmann claims 
he didn’t care that much who was cast 
in his role 

“It could have been Danny DeVito. 
I couldn’t be happier,” he says. 

“T’ve been there (to California) a 
couple of times to see the set and talk 
to the actors and the crew. It’s been a 
lot of fun,” he says. “Not too many 
people have the opportunity to be in 
an event (like this.) I’m thrilled that 
they want to capture the story and 
show it to tens of millions of people. 

“I think I and the families were 
involved with something important. I 
think the film will be much more than 
a film. People can learn from it,” he 
says. “I think people and towns can 
learn not to be victims.”

all but the black Jews of Ethiopia, 
according to Andover’s Reuben Park- 
er. 

“Tens of thousands of Jews were 
destroyed trying to leave Ethiopia,” 
Parker says, which inspired him to 
have Kaddish said for them at his 
local temple. 

According to Parker, money 
donated directly to the Israeli gov- 
ernment would be withheld from 
Ethiopian Jews in Israel because 
they are black, but contacts in the 
American organization can donate 
money directly to Ethiopian Jews in 
Israel who need it. 

Parker set up a foundation to help 


them, “House of Reuben,” that will 
provide books and school materials, 
day care and other necessities for 
Jewish immigrants coming from 
Ethiopia into Israel. 

Donations made to the House of 
Reuben at 1-800-994-0330 or P.O. Box 
1557, Andover, Mass. 01810, go to the 
Northern American Jewery based in 
New York City, and are distributed to 
Ethiopian Jews from there, he says. 

The donations “will allow them to 
improve their standard of living and 
live with dignity and self respect,” 
Parker says.

Residents aiming to boost the recycling rate 
in Andover joined the statewide Recycling Ini- 
tiative Campaign to get Andover recycling 
more than 46 percent of its trash — the state 
goal. 

Local activists maintain that the town’s 
trash contract with the NESWC incinerator is 
a financial disincentive to recycle. 

NESWC, the North East Solid Waste Com- 
mittee is a group of 23 Massachusetts towns, 
including Andover, that pay to have trash 
incinerated at the plant run by Wheelabrator, 
Inc. 

Members of CARE (Concerned Andover 
Residents for the Environment) say if Andover 
and other NESWC towns recycle enough to 
reduce the amount of trash delivered to 
NESWC, they could influence Wheelabrator to 
lower the amount of trash they are required to 
provide — the so-called GAT (Guaranteed 
Annual Tonnage). Eventually, CARE hopes to 
make the amount of trash going to the inciner- 
ator so small that it goes out of business. 

Andover’s GAT is 12,304 tons of trash, says 
Public Works Director Bob McQuade. 

Towns have to pay a fee for any tonnage 
lacking from the GAT. Therefore, Andover res- 
idents have no financial incentive to recycle 
more of their trash, activists say. 

“But I think the potential is there in 
Andover,” says CARE member Roberta Whit- 
ney.

Andover recycles about 33 percent of its 
solid waste, according to Dennis Sheehan of 
Andover Public Works. Composted leaves and 
grass account for 67 percent of the local recy- 
cled materials, Sheehan says, but does not 
include any composting on private property. 

CARE group member Ann Wein says she’s 
concerned that the town’s recycling rate has 
leveled off in the last few years. 

“I am frustrated by the limits on recycling 
in Andover. It concerns me to incinerate recy- 
clables at a greater expense to our pockets and 
our health,” she says. 

McQuade says Andover residents pay $44 
per ton for collection of trash and $116 per ton 
for incineration. Paper, glass and tin are recy- 
cled at $54 a ton, and plastic and aluminum 
are recycled at $164 a ton, he says. 

Despite the fees the town would have to pay 
if it recycled enough to drop below its GAT, 
McQuade says the town would reduce trash 
costs in the long run if it recycled more than 
50 percent of its solid waste. 

“The NESWC contract does not hinder us 
from recycling,” he says. 

According to a report by Katy Nohe of the 
Recycling Initiative Campaign, cities and 
towns that brought their recycling rate to 
more than 46 percent have four things in com- 
mon: a compost program, collection of a wide 
range of materials, a community specific edu- 
cation program and unit-based pricing sys- 
tem or “pay-per-bag” charge for trash dispos-

al. 

Andover has three of the four 
recommended recycling incen- 
tives, except for a unit-based pric- 
ing system, McQuade says. That 
idea was rejected 10 years ago, he 
says, for a number of reasons. 
Residents didn’t want to have to 
use special trash bags, and were 
not convinced that the money 
they paid for trash disposal 
would go directly to trash costs. 

He adds that he thinks senti-

ments haven’t changed. “Based 
on what happened last time, I 
would expect the same result,” if 
the pay-per-bag method was pro- 
posed again, he says. 

Of the eight towns with high 
recycling rates cited in Nohe’s 
report, Dover, N.H. was compara- 
ble in population to Andover 
(29,000) at 27,000 residents. The 
report cites the pay-per-bag sys- 
tem as the primary reason 
Dover’s recycling rate is high.

Why fear a 
look outside? 


The message from Andover’s public 
safety constituency is about as clear as it 
can get: When it comes to a new police 
chief, hire locally. 

More than 300 people delivered that 
message to the Board of Selectman this 
week, urging that the board scrap a pro- 
posed national search for the next chief. 

And indeed, there are compelling 
arguments in favor of staying local: 

- The officers on the local force are 
already committed to this community. 
There is a good chance they will remain 
more committed than a “hired gun.” 

¢ Hiring locally sends a message to 
young officers that if they work hard, 
improve their skills and education and 
stick with Andover, they have a realistic 
chance to climb the management ladder 
all the way to the top. 

« A new chief hired from the current 
ranks can hit the ground running. He 
won't have to spend the first six months to 
a year on the job learning the town, the pol- 
itics, the department and the personnel. 

¢ A local candidate is a known quanti- 
ty, which should count for a great deal in 
an era when just about anybody can look 
golden on a resume. While he may have 
flaws, at least they are known flaws. » 

Of course, going outside can be benefi- 
cial to a department as well. A chief from 
another community usually brings little 
or no political baggage. There is a good 
chance that he or she can bring a fresh 
perspective to the style, direction and 
performance of the force. 

We don’t believe those reasons are 
compelling enough to offset local prefer- 
ence. All things being equal, or even not 
quite equal, a local officer should easily 
get the nod over an outside candidate. 

But whatever our personal feelings 
about local officers, we should feel a little 
uneasy about demanding that local offi- 
cials not even look elsewhere. Not only is 
it needlessly insular, it begins to smack a 
bit of the mentality nearby in Lawrence, 
where local laws say that to work in the 
city, you have to live in the city. 

If Andover has the best candidate for 
police chief right in town, and we believe 
it probably does, then what is there to 
fear from a reasonable look at the land- 
scape beyond the local borders? 

Town officials owe it to residents to 
hire the best they can. If the best is here, 
so much the better. But a thorough 
search, both inside and outside the town, 
is part of meeting that responsibility.

So Murphy Brown’s in trouble with 
the feds. The chief of the Drug 
Endorsement Administration accused 
Brown, the CBS television character, 
of sending a dangerous message to 
children by using marijuana to relieve 
nausea caused by chemotherapy. 

Well, too bad. 

I’ve watched maybe three of the 
Murphy Brown shows since the lead 
character in the show was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. I’ve had several 
reactions to it. 

First, I guess I’m glad CBS decided 
to “give” Murphy Brown breast can- 
cer. The American Cancer Society’s 
switchboards lit up for the hour after 
the first show. Women wanted to know 
where they could get a mammogram, 
when they should have one, and so on. 
So anything to get women on the road 
to early detection is fine with me. 

But I must say, the Murphy Brown 
producers should have consulted with 


someone like me before writing the 
scripts. It’s probably difficult to imag- 
ine how you'd feel and therefore act, if 
you were diagnosed with breast can- 
cer. Often, Murphy Brown is, I feel, off 
the mark. 

When I saw the AP story about 
Drug Enforcement Administration 
Administrator Thomas Constantine, I 
wanted to shake him, as well as the 
Murphy Brown character. 

“As a law enforcement official with 
38 years of experience and, even more 
importantly, a father and grandfa- 
ther,” the AP quotes Constantine say- 
ing, “I am extremely troubled that at a 
time when teenage drug abuse is dou- 
bling ... a television show of the caliber 
of Murphy Brown would portray mari- 
juana as medicine.” 

Well, excuse me Mr. Constantine, 
I'd like to ask a father and grandfather, 
have you ever had chemotherapy? 
Nausea so bad you couldn’t lift your 
head off the table? 

I had breast cancer. And I had 
chemotherapy. I wasn’t that sick from 
chemotherapy. Yes, there were days 
when I felt like I had the beginning of 
flu, and often it was difficult to find 
something I could eat that wouldn’t 
make me feel sick to my stomach. 
Smells turned me off, especially strong 
ones, sort of like how you feel when 
you’re pregnant. But it really wasn’t 
that bad. 


I think it’s too bad the producers of 
Murphy Brown decided to make her 
the one out of a zillion who today are 
very sick from chemotherapy. 
Because I find when a person is diag- 
nosed with cancer and told she’s going 
to have to go through chemotherapy, 
she’s terrified. And what she’s terri- 
fied about is nausea. 

With today’s medicines, doctors can 
almost always control the nausea from 
chemo. So it’s too bad that Murphy 
Brown is keeping alive the misconcep- 
tion that you will most certainly expe- 
rience projectile vomiting and 
extreme nausea during chemo. That 
just isn’t the case. 

I guess we could have expected it of 
Murphy Brown. She’s already had a 
child out of wedlock, and she’s been 
known to be controversial and a bit of 
a rebel. 

CBS Vice President Chris Enders 
was quoted saying, “Murphy Brown 
has a rich history of blending comedy 
with controversial political and social 
issues, and doing it responsibly.” 

Well, I don’t think it was responsi- 
ble of the show to give her extreme 
nausea. 

Several people offered to get me 
marijuana before my chemotherapy 
treatments began. And I would have 
used it if ’d exhausted other possibili-

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Sheriff touts Civil 
Process reform 


Editor, Townsman: 

Since I was appointed by Governor 
Weld to become sheriff of Essex County 
more than one year ago, my central 
focus has been to reform the manner in 
which civil process is administered 
throughout our county. Among the first 
orders of business in that reform was to 
convert the civil process office from a 
“private corporation” to a public civil 
process division operation within the 
purview of the sheriff's department. 

Another focus of reform was 
accountability. Under the old system, 
revenues derived from the administra- 
tion of civil process within Essex Coun- 
ty went unchecked. Moreover, there 
was no public accountability as these 
revenues were considered “private 
money.” 

We also limited the number of 
deputy sheriffs authorized to serve 
process within Essex County. Many of 
our newly-appointed deputy sheriffs 
are distinguished former members of 
the law enforcement community. 

Our reform of Essex County civil 
process also extends to Beacon Hill. 
Over the past several months, our 
department and the Essex Country trea- 
surer, Timothy Bassett, have worked 
tirelessly with members of the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives and 
Senate to draft and ultimately secure 
the passage of “An Act to Reform the 
Civil Process System” (Senate 
18/House 4152). Such legislation will 
guarantee that the fiscal accountability 
reforms we have worked so hard to 
ensure will endure well into the future 
and serve as a model for other counties 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Since the new Division of Civil 
Process opened its doors in February 
1997, it has logged more than 10,000 
dockets. As of the end of September 
1997, the new division has collected 
more than $250,000 in total receipts. 
Once the division is fully operational, 
these profits will be used to promote 
programs within the correctional facili- 
ty that are designed to lower the rate of 

recidivism and reduce the number of 
repeat offenders.

Charter schools 
and Chapter 766 


Editor, Townsman: 

The following appeared in a bulletin of 
the Federation for Children with Special 
Needs, of Boston. It expresses my views 
on charter schools.

Currently, there are more than 20 
charter schools in Massachusetts. These 
publicly-funded schools were established 
through the Education Reform Act, and 
define their own governing structure, 
separate from school committees. As the 
initial cap on the number of charter 
schools was recently increased, more of 
these schools will soon be established. 

The federal Office for Civil Rights 
recently stated very clearly that charter 
schools must educate children with dis- 
abilities, in full compliance with federal 
law. As a result of this decision, the char- 
ter school involved in the particular case 
was required to readmit a child with 
ADHD who had been denied supports 
necessary to remain in the mainstream 
and was excluded from the school. The 
parents were awarded reimbursement 
from the school for costs incurred as a 
result of the discriminatory exclusion. 

In addition, the school must revise its 
policies and practices to insure that stu- 
dents with disabilities receive the full 
range of services and accommodations 
necessary to participate in the main- 
stream; that such students have equal 
facilities, equipment and length of school 
day; and that parents are fully informed 
of their rights under federal law. 

Some parents of children with disabil- 
ities have had difficulty obtaining appro- 
priate educational services for their chil- 
dren at some charter schools across the 
state. Although all charter schools in 
Massachusetts are new, like all public 
schools they must comply with the 
requirements of Chapter 766, our state 
special education law, and with the par- 
allel requirements of federal laws. 

Parents who are interested in sending 
their children to a charter school should 
be aware of their rights and of the 
school’s obligations. Those experiencing 
difficulties with a charter school may 
call Tim Sindelar at the Disability Law 
Center, 617-723-8455, 800-872-9992 or the 
Massachusetts Advocacy Center, 617-357- 
8431. 

Charter schools are formed by a vari- 
ety of groups and organizations, and thus 
can have very different modes of gover- 
nance, academic/curriculum methods, 
parent involvement, and management 
Style. Some may be very proactive 
regarding children’s special needs, oth- 

ers may need more guidance from par- 
ents, and in some cases, due process.

The son of an Andover woman is 
trying to help ease tensions in war- 
torn Bosnia as part of a 9,600-plus 
American contingent supporting Oper- 
ation Joint Guard. 

Dispersed throughout  Bosnia- 
Herzegovina in about a dozen base 
camps, American soldiers are adapt- 
ing to life in a country that has been 
divided by the ethnic hatred of three 
former warring factions and the Day- 
ton Peace Agreement-imposed require- 
ments to restore order there. 

Life in one of these camps for Army 
Reserve Maj. John B. Hennessey, son 
of Mary Burke of 5 North St., is a bal- 
ancing act involving poise, patience 
and professionalism. 

“T am currently working with the 
commander of the Civil Military Task 
Force. We coordinate with other ele- 
ments of the stabilization force and 
various international organizations to 
monitor ongoing civil and military 
activities here in Sarajevo,” explains 
Hennessey, a civil operations officer. 

The American base camps are locat- 
ed in an area where “ethnic cleansing” 
occurred during the three-year war. 
This region was once occupied by Mus- 
lims, but today is a Serb-occupied area. 

During their Bosnia tour of duty, 
most American soldiers have had con- 
tact with members of the three former 
warring factions: Croats, Serbs and

chance to speak English and 
learn more about cultures. 

“I just needed to practice 
(speaking),” she says during an 
interview with the class on Mon- 
day at the library. 

Chiu is a member of a Con- 
versational English tutoring 
group, sponsored by the Friends 
of Memorial Hall Library, that 
meets there once a week. 

The group includes more 
than 25 Andover women origi- 
nally from foreign countries, 
many of whom moved to 
Andover when their husbands 
took jobs in local companies.

Student Jaw-Fen Chen moved to 
Andover from Vietnam 20 years ago. A 
mother of four, two of whom have gradu- 
ated from Phillips Academy, Chen says 
she was so busy with her children she 
had little time to experience American 
culture. 

“Now that I understand what the cus- 
toms are, I get into a lot less trouble,” she

Meyers told Birnbach he could not 
address the issue because the next round 
of teachers contract negotiations would 
be held two to three years from now, and 
Should be decided by the parties 
involved, which may not include Birn- 
bach or himself, he said. 

Committee member Timothy McCar- 
ron then proposed a joint meeting with 
the School Committee, Town wide PTO, 
the Administrative Council, the union 
and the public to discuss common goals 
for the system.

I am offended at these com- 
ments, made without prior knowledge, to 
the executive board of the association,” 
he said. 

Redman said he thought Birnbach’s 
discussion of the agreement in the meet- 
ing rather than coming to the AEA to dis> 
Cuss it was “not a proper vehicle.” 

“Don’t think talking from the table 
under the protection of an agenda allows 
you to attack the AEA. I would like to see 
this sorted out, but not like this,” he said. 

Wettergreen compared Birnbach’s 
complaint that Meyers was paid for time 
he isn’t teaching to the new program 
advisors positions created at the high 
school, a group of administrators whose 
duties include evaluating the faculty and 
teaching one class each. 

Wettergreen said they are collectively 
paid $350,000 and “do very little.” 

Birnbach defended his position on th® 
union president duties. 

“We (taxpayers) don’t own union 
activities during the school day.

A Professional Agency with Personal Service 
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Program offers TIPs fo more 


By Neil Fater 

The last time Jayan Conlin was in 
Washington, D.C., she and her daughter 
just missed the last tour at the US. 
Treasury. Her daughter was disap- 
pointed. But when an off-duty treasury 
cop overheard that Conlin belonged to 
TIP (Trauma Intervention Program), 
he offered to take her and her daughter 
on a private tour of the facility himself. 

Clearly, just four years after found- 
ing the first TIP chapter outside of Cali- 
fornia, Conlin and the other TIP volun- 
teers have developed quite of reputa- 
tion. 

Conlin founded the Merrimack Val- 
ley version of TIP in October 1998 as a 
way to help “the silent victims” of trau- 
ma. Her organization offers a hand and 
ear to family members and friends of 
victims and to witnesses of trauma who 
weren't physically hurt by the event but 
were affected in other ways. 

“Those are the people (others) don’t 
necessarily think about. What we’ve 
tried to do is make police and fire people 
aware of these silent victims,” says 
Conlin. “They take care of the injured 
and clean up the accident scene, but 
might not think about the 10-year-old 
kid on his bike who witnessed the 

TIP volunteers do think about these 
things. 

So now, as part of their response to a 
traumatic event, Andover police and 
firefighters call TIP for assistance. The 
program has received widespread 
praise for its work, and has assisted 
behind the scenes in well over 300 inci- 


* dents in the Merrimack Valley. 


“Every year, from year to year, our 
call volume increases, steadily, slowly. 
It’s not a big boom,” says Conlin. 

Not satisfied with this success, how- 
ever, TIP is beginning to branch out 
into a number of new areas. 

One body of uncharted water was 
crossed last Thursday at South School. 
For the first time, Conlin taught an ele- 
mentary school class the ABCs of reviv- 
ing someone who’s not breathing or has 
no pulse. As the kids could tell you in 
unison, ABC stands for Airway, Breath- 


_ ing and Circulation. 


“Are you OK?” asked Laura Dunn, 
shaking from side to side the dummy 
used for the program. 

Receiving no response to the ques- 
tion, Laura and other students were 
then given a basic idea of how to start 
the imaginary person’s heart and 
breathing. 

“We all teach first aid as part of the 
(health program),” says teacher Bonnie 
Browning. “To enrich that unit we like

to have people like Ms. Conlin come in.” 

Students seemed to like the visits, 
too, keeping count of the number of 
chest compressions by counting out 
loud together. Browning says the 
knowledge is not meant to make the 
children experts, but the school hopes it 
encourages some babysitters-to-be in 
the crowd to take an official course. 

“If they were ever in the position 
where there was no one else around, to 
have some knowledge is better than 
having no knowledge,” says Conlin. 
“And adults and kids are getting it at 
the same speed.” 


TIP of the iceberg 

While the new CPR course is 
designed to help with physical trauma, 
the organization is still focused on 
broadening its core mission — to pro- 
vide emotional and material support to 
those who might previously have been 
ignored after a traumatic event. 

TIP now has a local board of direc- 
tors, is the first incorporated program 
to break off from the California TIP 
model, and has a waiting list of people 
eager to become TIP volunteers. 

The Merrimack Valley TIP probably 
made its name when it made 500 sand- 
wiches for firefighters and others dur- 
ing the Malden Mills fire. 

“T still know what TIP means,” wrote 
one girl after a TIP volunteer came to 
her school. “If I’m feeling down, or my 
family is, | know who to call — TIP. 

“P.S. How long did it take you to 
make the sandwiches?” she asked 

But TIP volunteers have done a lot 
more than spread mustard. 

They’ve made dresses and brought

them to hospitals for rape victims to 
wear home. 

Conlin and volunteer Peg Ladd have 
taken a 50-hour course from the Nation- 
al Organization of Victim Assistance in 
Washington and are now trained to 
respond to national disasters such as 
the Oklahoma City bombing. 

They also are producing a coloring 
book for children who have lost some- 
one close to them. Meghan Bradley, a 
12-year-old Andover resident and blos- 
soming artist, has produced the art 
work for it. Next up for the TIP publish- 
ing company is a book to help people 
deal with the loss of someone to suicide. 

“I have a meeting with a woman 
from Reading who lost her husband to 
suicide,” says Conlin. “We're going to 
go ahead with it.” 

The numerous certificates and cita- 
tions on Conlin’s office wall show the 
progress the organization has made. 
Four years ago, it didn’t have an office 
wall, yet alone citations. But now it has 
a room filled with donated office sup- 
plies to help the program run smoothly. 
And it also has a stack of thank-you let- 
ters from those who have been helped. 

Conlin says it’s those letters that 
keep her involved with the program. 

“It is. I get a letter from someone and 
I start crying. My husband can always 
tell when I’ve been to (TIP’s) P.O. Box,” 
she says. 

“It’s really busy right now. But its a 
good busy,” she said a few months ago. 
“It’s important work. Doing this work 
makes you feel so blessed. I was think- 
ing of getting a job in therapy, but I 
don’t think it will fit. There’s not 
enough time.”

man Larry Larsen were willing to publicly 
commit themselves at the forum to hiring 
locally. 

Selectman Chairman Gerald Silverman 
said all the board members would consider 
the views of those present, and speak with 
Town Manager Reginald “Buzz” Stapezynski 
about it before the board’s next meeting Dec. 
1, but there was no move to officially keep the 
search in-house. 

Stapezynski said after the meeting that he 
found the forum and the petition helpful, but 
not necessarily convincing. “It lets me know 


how the community feels about it, shows that 


there are people who are very involved in the 
town who really care about this,” he said. 
He added that it is clear that, ‘ ‘on paper, we 
have some dynamite (local) candidates,” and 
that he would “love for some of them to come 
forward.” 
So far, none of them have. Andover Police 
Superior Officers Association President Lt. 
Arthur Ricci said sect that the ‘Teason

ly hasn't been posted yet,” adding that he 
thinks “at least three or four” candidates will 
apply once that happens, “But right now we 
don’t even know if it’s going to be a one-year, 
a two-year or three-year contract,” he said.

“but in general, they serve at the will of the 
town,” he said. 

The law does allow contracts in certain 
cases, he added, but said he “hasn't figured 
out yet,” if he will offer a contract to the next 
police chief. 

Stapcezynski was also noncommittal about 
whether he would agree to keep the search 
for a chief local. It will be decided “sometime 
in December,” he said, but not necessarily at 
the Dec. 1 meeting. 

“T want to keep my options open,” he said. 

Ricci declined to say if there is an internal 
favorite among local officers, regarding who 
they would like to lead them after Johnson 
retires. 

But he said the officers feel in general that 
there is “no need to go outside,” because 
there is a wealth of local talent, and a wider 
search will “slow down the process.” A new 
chief is needed quickly, he said, because 
Chief Johnson is already effectively off the 
job, using up significant amounts of vacation 
time accumulated over the years. 

“(Lt.) Phil Froburg is really running the 
station,” Ricci said, “and has been for a 
while.” 

The biggest reason to keep the choice in- 
house, he said, is because it would be “a 
tremendous blow to morale” to local officers 
if the choice came from outside. 

The expertise and experience is right here, 
Ricci said, with officers who have twice or 
more the experience Johnson had when he 
became chief in 1980. “He had 10 years expe- 
rience,” Ricci said, “and we’ve got guys with 
20 and 30 years now.”

Andover police looking for evidence in an 
unarmed-robbery investigation say they found 
what they were looking for and more Sunday 
when they entered an Apartment 7, 89 Main 
St., armed with a search warrant.

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After 10 great years of running, Feaster at crossroads 


By Neil Fater 

Andover’s Feaster Five road race 
turns 10 this Thanksgiving, and in 
those 10 years it has grown into an offi- 
cial Merrimack Valley tradition. 

For thousands of people — serious 
runners and laughing walkers, grand- 
children and grandparents alike — 
Thanksgiving just wouldn’t be the 
Same without a jog up North Main 
Street in the early morning and a fat 
slice of participant’s pie in the late 
afternoon. 

But it’s tough to imagine that Clark 
Road’s Bill Pennington and race buddy 
John Burke had all of this in mind 
when they came up with the Feaster 
race idea back in 1988. For the first 
race, they were just trying to get a good 
showing of hard-core runners. 

“In those days, we just had someone 
type up the entry form and we passed it 
out at races we went to,” says Penning- 
ton. “The T-shirts were like second- 
hand shirts we had found somewhere. 
We just kind of ran it by the seat of our 
pants for two years there.” 

Yet, sitting in a pick-up truck that 
first year, Pennington counted around 
400 runners along the course. Consid- 
ering how little advertising he and 
Burke had done, he says, “It didn’t take 
a genius to figure out we could do well 
with this day.” 

Then, when the race continued 
through six inches or more of snow the 
following year, they knew they had a 
winner. 

“People still talk about that race all 
the time,” says Burke. “The first com- 
petitive runners flattened out the 
snow. Everyone else just followed 
behind them single file.” 

In the third year they added their 
trademark pies, and by the fifth year 
with the addition of a kids’ race, the 
Feaster had attracted so many run- 
ners, organizing it had become a full- 
time job, says Pennington. 

So, with Marshalls jumping aboard 
as a big-time sponsor, professional race 
director Dave McGillivray was 
brought in as the official director. The 
race continued to grow under 
McGillivray, who has organized 
Boston Marathons, Ironman 


Triathlons and is now preparing to 
help with the 1998 Goodwill Games. 
Over the next few years, celebrity

runners, including Boston Marathon 
and Olympic gold medal winners, came 
to Andover and declared that the Feast- 
er was the best thing since sliced cran- 
berry jelly. 

Still an infant, the Feaster had 
become an edible early-morning staple 
of many families’ holidays. 

But after 10 years of running and 
walking, the Feaster Five now finds 
itself at a crossroads.

After growing in each of its first 
eight years (a record 7,820 registered 
participants Feasted two years ago), it 
looks as though the number of partici- 
pants will decrease this Thanksgiving 
for the second straight year. And with 
big-time sponsorship no longer associ- 
ated with the race, the Feaster is oper- 
ating with one-seventh the sponsorship 
money it has had in previous years. 

Because of this, race director

McGillivray, who makes his living 
handling such events, claims he could 
actually lose money on this year’s race. 

Normally, about 600 people register 
on race day regardless of the weather, 
he says. But if a terrible storm came in, 
the race wouldn’t get that revenue. 

“There’s a huge risk,” he says. “If 
I’m looking for that money to come in 
and it doesn’t, look what that does for 
the budget.” 

The Merrimack Valley Striders, the 
host of the Feaster Five, must decide 
where they want the race to go, say 
those closest to the race. Either it goes 
back to its roots, and returns to a 2,000- 
to 3,000-person race that the club can 
handle itself, or if it wants to keep 
growing, it needs to attract a big-time 
sponsor again. 

“I do think this year is really going 

to be a crossroads. Personally I’d like 
to see it scaled back a bit and focus 
more on the hometown and charity 
aspects,” says Pennington. “But (no 
matter what) it’s been going strong for 
10 years and I’m sure it will continue to 
go.” 
“Being one of the founding directors 
of the road race, my feeling is I would 
rather go back to the 3,000 we had on 
Main Street (around the fifth year),” 
says Burke. “We could get sponsors, 
but smaller and more local sponsors.” 

“A lot of decisions have to be made 
and unfortunately they’re going to be 
hard decisions,” says McGillivray.

“For me, I may give it two or three 
months (after this race), and if we 
come up with the sponsorship, great.” 

But if not, race organizers may need 
to rethink things, he says. 

“T don’t think there’s going to be an 
overwhelming effort to get big sponsor- 
ship the next year. I think if someone 
comes to the table of their own initia- 
tive then certainly that’s terrific,” says 
McGillivray. “But the amount of effort 
you have to put in is incredible. You 
could put in five months looking (for a 
sponsor).” 

As for this year’s 10th annual race, 
more than 3,000 participants had regis-

of the money included in the $18 
entrance fee will go to the charity, say 
organizers.

In its 10th year, the Feaster Five has settled com- 
fortably into a familiar routine. 

After changing the race course several times dur- 
ing the race’s infancy to accommodate growing 
crowds, organizers have found both a five-mile and a 
five-kilometer course they can stick with. In fact nei- 
ther course has changed since just after Marshalls 
became a sponsor four years ago and the race was 
moved toward its now former headquarters at Brick- 
stone Square. 

Although Marshalls is no longer a sponsor, the 
race still begins at North Main and ends at Brick- 
stone Square, near what is supposedly the largest 
Christmas tree in the nation. 

The Kids 1k will again begin at 8 a.m. at Brick- 
stone Square. The 5k starts at 8:30 a.m. on North 
Main Street at Balmoral Street, followed 10 minutes 
later, at 8:40, by the 5-miler. The wide start area on 
North Main will allow those up front to start quickly, 
but those in the back will have it slow going for the 
first half mile or so because of the crowd. 

Organizers make room at the front of the pack for 
“elite runners,” those who can run a mile in five min- 
utes or less. 

But Dave McGillivray, race director says, “This is 
more a celebration of the day than it is a knock- 
down, drag-out road race.” He says 90 percent of the 
people involved view the Feaster as a pleasant stroll 
or “as justification to belly up to the dinner table (lat- 
er) and consume more than they normally would.” 

John Burke, who co-founded the race with 
Andover’s Bill Pennington, agrees. 

“It’s not really geared to anyone who’s out there to 
have their best time ever,” he says. “I think the race 
is designed for people to get out there, have fun, and 
raise some money for the given charity.” 

For those who use the pledge cards that come with

second nature to people. 

Race founder Pennington says he barely has to say 
two words anymore to “Pie man” Cliff Jennings of 
Burlington, because like many of the 400 to 600 volun- 
teers, Jennings has been dishing out pies for years. 

“He and I have it down to a science now,” says 
Pennington. “We know how to set up the tables. We 
know how to set up the chutes.” 


Water! Water! 

Speaking of tables, there will be several water sta- 
tions along both adult courses. 

Water will be available just prior to the 1% mile 
point on the 5k, on High Street just before the down- 
hill to Harding Street. As usual Tobey Lane’s Charlie 
and Phyllis Cutler will staff the table in front of the 
Townsman building just before the 2-mile mark on 
the 5-miler. There will be another station on Maple 
Street, just before the 3-mile marker. 

As for the courses themselves, experienced runner 
McGillivray, a man who once ran for 24 straight 
hours, says “I personally feel it’s a pretty fast course. 
The biggest hills are at the start and the finish. You 
can probably scrape the bottom of the barrel and get 
up that last hill faster than you could if it was in the 
middle of the course.” 


The 5k (3.1 mile) course 

Heading south, the first half mile is relatively flat, 
crossing over the Shawsheen River, past Shawsheen 
Plaza and through the lights at Stevens Street. The 
next half mile is the longest uphill on the course. It 
finally levels off at Elm Square, just past the mile 
mark, and from there it’s clear sailing. 

The 5k course takes a left on Elm Street and a 
quick left on High Street. Be careful here as the 5- 
mile runners will continue straight on Main Street.

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Where the money goes

| _ Although some people beef that none 
of their entry fee is going to charity this 
year (people must raise pledge money 
for Lazarus house instead), race director 
Dave McGillivray says the race has one- 
seventh the sponsorship it has had in 
previous years, 

As for where the fee money goes, at 
least part of it pays for some of people’s 
favorite items, 

For example, the Feaster Five T- 
shirts people wear costs a total of 
$33,000, Even though it’s getting a deal 
on the pies (at 90 cents/pie) from Market 
Basket, assuming 5,500 people run, the 
race will still spend $4,950 for pie. 

McGillivray provided the Townsman 
with a list of more than $88,000 in 
“major direct event expenses.” 

Assuming a conservative guess that 
5,000 adults ($18 fee) and 500 kids ($5 fee) 
run this year’s race, revenue would be 
$92,500. But McGillivray says “the vari- 
able (in the budget) has always been my 
management fee. I’m always the plug 


- Because the budget is set up this 
way, “I don’t know whether I'll make 
$10,000, $15,000 or lose $30,000 and that’s 
kind of a crummy way to operate.” It all 
depends on how many people run the 
race, and this is something he won’t 
know until race day. 

_ In the past if there’s been excess rev- 
enue he says he’s given to Lazarus 
House, “but this year it’s not even close.

I'm just hoping I don’t lose money.” 

He says the Merrimack Valley Strid- 
ers running club needs to make some 
tough decisions. If it wants the race to 
return to its roots and become smaller, 
then he says he'd be happy to volunteer 
his help. But if the race is going to con- 
tinue as a large-scale event, needing a 
full time professional director, he seems 
to feel it needs to get more sp rship 
and assure the director’s salary, 

McGillivray says other major race 
expenses include $6,000 for timing and 
results, $7,200 for police, $2,100 for 
portable toilets, $2,180 for awards, $1,050 
for banners, and $3,400 for barricades, 
bullhorns, tables and radios, __

thrilled with one-ninth of $3 million.” 
Shaheen and the Feaster also ask people 

to bring two pairs of shoes to the race — a 

pair to run in and a used pair to give to 

Lazarus House. 


Volunteers 

Around 600 volunteers will help out 
with the race. “We pretty much have it all 
under control,” says McGillivray. “But I 
would never turn away anyone. You can 
never have too many volunteers. If anyone 
is interested I suggest they should show up 
early on race day and go to the volunteers 
tent in Brickstone Square. We’ll find a 
good place for them.” 


Other activities 

Once again this year, the race will be 
televised on ESPN’s Saucony Running and 
Racing Show sometime in December. 

The largest Christmas tree in the nation 
will be at the finish line. Mark Donohoe 
plans to start moving the tree today, 
Thursday, and the 100-foot giant will easily 
be in place by Thanksgiving Day. The offi- 
Cial lighting of the tree will take place 
between 6:30 and 7 p.m. Nov. 30. 

There will be four bands and two disc 
jockeys along the course. 

Each year, on the day before Thanksgiv- 
ing, there’s also a race exposition for free 
to the general public. This year, it’s slated 
to run from 3 to 7 p.m. at the Ramada Inn 
Rolling Green, along with a race clinic

Parking will be available at Shawsheen 
Plaza on North Main Street (a half mile 
from the start on the course), at Doctors 
Park on Haverhill Street, (on the course 
about a half mile from the finish), and at 
Brickstone Square.

For those who see giving as an 
important part of Thanksgiving, the 
connection between the Feaster Five 
road race and Lazarus House of 
Lawrence makes perfect sense. 

Lazarus House is a multi-service 
organization that assists the poor and 
needy in the Merrimack Valley. 

Although a portion of runners’ rac- 
ing fee would go to Lazarus House in 
the past, this year all the money the 
charity receives will come from people 
who use a pledge program That’s 
because the race has one-seventh the 
sponsorship this year that it had in 
previous years, before Marshalls and 
the Merrimack Valley Striders club 
elected to go their separate ways. says 
Dave McGillivray, race director 

With thousands expected to run the 
race Bridget Shaheen, Lazarus House 
executive director, says a pledge drive 
can bring in a fistful of dollars. Pledge 
forms are part of the entry form. 

“It becomes very difficult in an area 
that’s as needy as Lawrence is to raise 
that kind of money. That’s why the 
Feaster Five is important to us. The 
participants are from all areas, all 
areas, all backgrounds. Their contribu- 
tions can be significant,” she says. 

And Lazarus House may need more 
financial assistance now than at any 
other time in its existence. 

In 1993, the shelter’s annual budget 
was only $80,000, says executive direc- 
tor Bridget Shaheen.Since then, its 
yearly budget has ballooned to more 
than $1 million. 

(Marshalls joined the Feaster Five 
abut that time and in its several years 


as a race sponsor gave more than. 
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$50,000 to the charity, says Shaheen.) 

Lazarus house is no longer only a 
shelter for the homeless and some of its 
long-standing services have expanded 
considerably. It now operates a staffed 
group home for eight people with 
AIDS, offers its free medical clinic one 
day per week, offers an expanded den- 
tal clinic five days per week and has 
added a third thrift store in Lawrence. 

On Thanksgiving it delivers 1,000 
food orders to people who need that 
help. Shaheen says they give not just 
enough food for the holiday, but for the 
holiday weekend so that those who lit- 
erally make their living picking 
through garbage will have enough food 
to take a weekend off. 

What kind of people go to Lazarus 
House for assistance? 

“Over 30 percent of the people stay- 
ing in our shelter are intact families 
with at least one member working at 
least one full-time job,” says Shaheen. 

They are also living below the 
poverty line.According to the 1990 U.S. 
census, Lawrence was one of the top 25 
poorest cities in the U.S. Shaheen says 
84 percent of kids in the school system 
come from families living below the 
poverty line. 

Shaheen says that although the 
economy is generally thriving this can 
actually make things worse for many 
of Lawrence’s poorer people. In the 
past 18 months she says Lazarus House 
has gone from serving 85 to 110 people 
per week to serving 140 to 260 people. 

“The needs are great,” she says. “A 
prosperous economy is great for those 
who prosper but what it means for 
those in Lawrence is that rents are 
high and the cost of living has gone

After a short downhill, the course 
is mostly flat along High Street, past 
the 2-mile marker and out to Haver- 
hill Street, where runners turn left for 
a fast downhill stretch, go under the 
railroad bridge then right onto York 
Street for a short, straight uphill fin- 
ish. 

The 5k runners must stay to the left 
of the cones on High, Haverhill and 
York streets. Many of the 5k runners, 
those who will run eight-minute miles 
or slower, may see the 5-mile leaders 
pass them on the right along High 
Street and all the way to the finish. 

The 5k runners should be sure to 
continue straight into their finish 
line, and not turn left toward the 
buildings and into the 5-mile finish 
chute. 

The 8k (5-mile) course 

The 8k is the same as the 5k course 
for the first mile to the top of the hill 
at Elm Square. There, the 5k runners 
will take a left on Elm Street while the 
5-mile course continues straight on 
Main Street through town. 

Just as the gradual uphill begins 
heading out of town, the course goes 
left on Morton Street for one block 
before making a fast, left downhill 


turn onto Bartlet Street. 

A few blocks later, at the Towns- 
man building, go right onto Chestnut 
Street past the 2-mile marker and con- 
tinue straight for a short distance 
before turning left onto Pasho Street. 

At the end of Pasho the course jogs 
right onto Summer Street then imme- 
diately left onto Washington Street. 
Washington ends at Elm Street where 
the course goes left to Maple Street. 
Go right on Maple past the 3-mile 
marker and there, finally, the down- 
hills begin. 

Maple goes downhill to Walnut 
Street. At the end, go left again down- 
hill to High Street, and right on High 
Street. From there, follow the 5k 
course, except 5-mile runners will stay 
to the right of the cones all the way in. 
High Street is mostly flat out to a left 
on Haverhill Street, which begins a 
fast downhill that continues almost to 
the finish. 

After the railroad bridge turn right 
up the hill on York Street to the finish 
lines in the Marshalls parking lot. 
Women stay to the right coming up 
the hill and turn right into the first 
chute. Men stay straight past the first 
chute and take the second right to that 
chute. Then, enjoy those pies.

Feaster Five runners might know 
her as one of the pie people, those 
friendly finish-line volunteers who 
dole out the apple pies at the end of 
the race.
